Of the 147 Applications Not 
One Is Turned Down 
bv the Common 
rn 
Council 


At th* special meeting of the com­ 
mon council last evening all the ap­ 
plications for retail liquor licensee 
were granted, notwithstanding the 
fact that 
Alderman 
Marvin 
and 
Chief Webber flied a list of several 
th a t they believed 
should 
not be 
granted licenses. 
After the meeting was railed tx) 
order City Clerk J. M. Sieger read 
the names of all the applicants, to­ 
gether with their 
locations, 
after 
which 
Alderman Kroner 
asked if 
any of those names were objected 
re by Chief Webber, 
who was re­ 
quested to be present at the meet­ 
ing. 
Chief Webber 
thereupon said 
that he objected 
to the following 
applications because of the fact that 
questionable houses were being con­ 
ducted on the second 
floors of the 
places in question: J. B. Hettinger, 
322 Pearl street; Paul 
Kisselbach, 
401 North Third street; Ole Kore- 
stad 226 South Third street, and 
Stenson 
& Ink, 115 
North Third 
street. 
Alderman Marvin 
also presented 
a list of names of applicants, whom 
he said had 
not 
conducted orderly 
places, or in other words had violat­ 
ed the law, mentioning several of 
the most prominent saloons in the 
city. 
Chief Webber suggested that the 
city of La Crosse adopt the same 
plan that is 
used in Milwaukee, 
Superior and other cities where the 
applications for saloon licenses are 
referred to a committee of the com­ 
mon council to pass upon. 
He be­ 
lieved this would 
eliminate much 
trouble when the matter comes be­ 
fore the council because the com­ 
mittee would be able to obtain in­ 
formation regarding each applicant 
and make a recommendation as to 
whether or not the license should 
be granted. 
Alderman Collins 
believed that 
all the applicants should be grant­ 
ed licenses and in case they do not 
comply with the law that their li­ 
censes be revoked. 
He 
spoke with 
reference to several of the applicants 
to which objection had been made by 
Alderman ,Marvin, 
saying that he 
knew them to be reputable persons 
and that he thought they would con­ 
duct orderly places. 
Alderman Jojade said that he was 
in favor of saloons but he was not 
in favor of granting

men who had not conducted orderly 
places in the past.

T h ey live in simple, 
homelike frame houses, each in the cen­ 
ter o f a city lot, with piazzas, balconies 
and miniature gardens. 
T w o weeks be­ 
fore the Fourth a com mittee is elected 
and a program m e made out. 
Each house 
contributes not less than tw o dollars and 
not more than five. 
T h e m oney is used 
to pav for a band concert in the evening, 
a display of fireworks, prizes for ath­ 
letic sports and refreshm ents.

W hile the fathers and sons are putting 
the finishing touches on the decorations, 
the mothers and daughters arrange the 
baby parade, and all the little people on 
the street march in gala costume tip one

Each house has luncheon

tea, 
iced lemonade and light refresh­ 
ments. 
A s soon as it is dark the men 
and boys light the candles in the m yriad 
o f Japanese lanterns. 
It is then that 
the fete is at its hest, and the street 
looks like a fairyland. 
U nder arches of 
bunting,on a small and impromptu grand 
stand, the principal tow n band plays a 
concert o f tw elve numbers, lasting from 
eight to ten. 
D uring the concert the 
firew orks com mittee keeps up a continu­ 
ous display. 
A fter the band the young 
people parade back and forth under the 
illum inations, have confetti battles anc 
burn sparklets and red light until m id­ 
night.

At the special meeting of the com­ 
mon council last evening all the ap­ 
plications for retail liquor licenses 
were granted, notwithstanding the

Chief Webber flied a list of several 
•that they believed 
should 
not be 
granted licenses. 
After the meeting was called to 
order City Clerk J. M. Sieger read 
the names of all the applicants, to­ 
gether with their 
locations, 
after 
which 
Alderman Kroner 
asked if 
any of those names were objected 
to by Chief Webber, 
who was re­ 
quested to be present at the meet­ 
ing. 
Chief W>bber 
thereupon said 
that he objected 
to the following 
applications because of the fact that 
questionable houses were being con­ 
ducted on the second 
floors of the 
places in question: J. B. Hettinger, 
322 Pearl street; Paul 
Kisselbach, 
401 North Third street; Ole Kore- 
stad 226 South Third street, and 
Stenson & Ink, 115 
North Third 
street. 
Alderman Marvin 
also presented 
a list of names of applicants, whom 
he said had 
not 
conducted orderly 
places, or in other words had violat­ 
ed the law, mentioning several of 
the most prom inent saloons in the 
city. 
Chief Webber suggested th a t the 
city of La Crosse adopt the same 
plan th at is 
used in Milwaukee, 
Superior and other cities where the 
applications for saloon licenses are 
referred to a committee of the com­ 
mon council to pass upon. 
He be­ 
lieved this would 
elim inate much 
trouble when the m atter comes be­ 
fore the council because the com­ 
mittee would be able to obtain in­ 
formation regarding each applicant 
and make a recommendation as to 
whether or not the license should 
be granted.

DISHES MADE FROM CHEESE 
ARE TOO MUCH NEGLECTED 


Not Indigestible and Far More Nutritious than Meat— 
Enormous Variety of Recipes Possible

C 


H EESE bas alw ays been re­ 
g ard s! as a somewhat indi­ 
gestible article of diet. 
The 
dyspeptic and the individual 
whose digestion was not of the most 
robust 
description 
avoided 
cheese, 
which w as considered a rough-and- 
ready foodstuff, suitable only for the 
men of the working classes or the 
fortunate possessors of digestions of 
a cast-iron capacity. 
The latest ideas 
on the subject are entirely different. 
Cheese is the most nourishing and 
m ost economical foodstuff we have. 
W eight for w eight, it has a greater 
nourishing value than meat, and is at 
the same time much cheaper. 
No 
other article of diet contains so much 
economical nourishment and, if prop­ 
erty prepared, it is readily digested 
and absorbed. 
Cheese is only indi­ 
gestible when it is not sufficiently 
masticated. 


T h ere is no doubt that excessive in 
diligence in meat is the cause of many, 
of the ills we suffer from to-day. 
T h e 
system is loaded with an unnecessary, 
am ount of nitrogenous m atter; 
the 
result is 
the developm ent of such 
•roducts as uric acid, which, present 
n the blood in excess, produces gout, 
the inheritance of many tvho live not 
w isely, but too w ell. 
Cheese provides 
us with the necessary nitrogenous m a­ 
terial without increasing the risks of 
gout to those with a tendency to this 
disease. 
Let there be a moderation 
in the quantity of flesh foods and in­ 
creased consumption of m ilk, cheese, 
eggs and vegetables. 


Cheese Pudding. 
Mix together in a basin half a pound 
of grated cheese, one teaspoonful of 
flour, 
salt, 
pepper 
and 
paprika 
to 
taste, one tablespoonful of fine bread­ 


crum bs or cracker-crum bs; then add 
one cupful of boiling m ilk, one heap­ 
ing teaspoonful of butter, the yolks of 
tw o eggs and the w hites stiffly beaten. 
Mix gently; pour into a buttered pud- 
ding-dish and bake for tw enty m inutes 
in a m oderate oven. 
Serve hot. 


Cheese Straws. 
Rub tw o heaping tablespoonfuls o f 
butter carefully into a quarter of a 
pound of flour with the tips of the 
fingers; add two tablespoonfuls grated 
cheese, a pinch of salt, pepper and 
paprika. 
Make it into a smooth paste 
with a little milk. 
Roll this out into 
a piece about six inches broad, quar­ 
ter of an inch thick and as long as 
possible. 
Cut into straw s six inches 
long, half an inch broad and about 
half an inch thick. 
Put them on a 
greased 
baking-tln 
and 
bake 
very 
lightly a yellow color. Dish up neatly 
on a napkin. 
Cheese Toast. 
Grate 
quarter 
pound 
o f 
stale 
cheese; put it into a buttered pud 
ding-dish; add tw o tablespoonfuls of 
milk and let it m elt in the oven. Then 
spread 
thickly 
over 
well-buttered 
toast; sprinkle with a little paprika 
and serve very hot. 


Cheese Custards. 
Beat up four eggs, add half a cup­ 


ful of boiling milk. three heaping ta- ling of salt, pepper and paprika; pour 
blespoonfuls of grated cheese, season -1 into sm all buttered molds, stirring all

the tim e, so as not to let the cheese 
settle. 
C over w ith buttered paper and 
steam very gently until set. 
C ut thin 
slices of bread and stam p out rounds, 
a little larger than the m olds; fry in 
hot m elted butter to a golden color. 
Turn out the custards on the bread, 
put a little pile of grated cheese on 
top of each and brown in the oven. 
Serve garnished w ith cress. 


Cheese Omelet. 
B eat up the w hites of tw o eggs very 
stiffly; 
add the yolks, seasoning of 
salt, pepper and grated nutm eg, one 
tablespoonful of grated cheese and 
half a teaspoonful of m eat extract dis­ 
solved in one tablespoonful of boiling 
w ater. 
Stir lightly. 
M elt one table­ 
spoonful of butter in an om elet pan; 
pour in the m ixture and fry very care­ 
fully till light brown; then put in the 
oven to brown the top; fold over and 
serve on a hot dish. 


Cheese Tim bales. 
B utter some sm all m olds; roll out 
som e pastry very thinly, and neatly 
line the m olds w ith it.
